SEPTEMBER  27

SEPTEMBER  30 

The  Reception  Dinner.  It  was  a  special  welcome  to  the  new  students  as  all 
were  gathered  'round  the  table  of  Christian  fellowship,  but  best  of  all  the 
Unseen  Guest  made  His  presence  known.  Blessed,  soul-inspiring,  uplifting, 
heart-melting,  was  the  verdict  passed  by  all  whose  privilege  it  was  to  be  present. 

OCTOBER  2 

Zum — Zum — zum-zum-zum — the  sound  of  the  big  bass  drum  vibrated  through 
the  Temple.  Left,  left,  left,  right,  left,  came  the  group  marching.  It  was  a 
demonstration  street  meeting.

Those  who  haven't  a  call  to  go  to  some  foreign  country  have  a  part  to  do  just  the 
same.  It  may  just  be  in  giving  of  their  means,  or  in  giving  of  their  time  in  prayer  and 
intercession.  Whatever  their  ministry  is,  may  God  stir  them  to  work  as  never  before, 
for  the  night  is  far  spent  and  the  day  is  at  hand. 

Throughout  this  year,  as  in  times  past,  the  missionary  spirit  has  prevailed.  God 
has  singularly  blessed  this  school  year  as  many  students  have  heard  the  "Macedonian 
Call"  and  have  responded  to  the  need  of  the  regions  beyond.  Together  with  the  num- 
ber of  students  who  had  already  received  calls  to  the  mission  fields,  the  number  grew 
to  fifty  or  more,  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  organize.  This  was  done  some  months 
ago,  and  now  there  is  a  Missionary  Society  with  a  president,  vice-president  and 
secretary-treasurer. 

Every  Sunday  we  have  our  missionary  meeting.  This  time  is  spent  in  prayer 
except  when  there  are  talks  by   returned  missionaries  or  by  the  students  themselves,

which  have  always  been  profitable  and  inspiring.  It  is  always  a  joy  to  hear  from  those 
who  have  been  in  the  field  of  service.  They  tell  of  the  sacrifices,  sufferings,  loneliness, 
and  hardships  but  they  also  tell  of  the  victories  won — the  joy  of  seeing  the  light  shine 
into  darkened  hearts. 

On  Thursday  night  a  group  of  about  eighteen  goes  to  Chinatown.  Off  they  go, 
singing  and  playing — happy  faces,  joyfiil  hearts,  eager  to  tell  the  wonderful  story  of 
love  to  the  Chinese. 

There  are  over  thirty  graduates  who  have  answered  the  call  and  have  left  all  that 
is  near  and  dear  to  them  to  labor  for  the  Master  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  There  are 
scenes  never  to  be  forgotten  as  they  sail,  one  by  one,  to  the  country  to  which  God  has 
called  them.  All  are  doing  a  valiant  work,  God  is  answering  prayer,  and  souls  are 
being  saved. 

Brother  Richard  Williams,  who  has  been  laboring  in  Mexico  and  Peru,  finished 
his  work  in  this  world  and  has  been  promoted  to  glory — called  to  be  with  Jesus  whom 
he  loved  and  served  so  faithfully  while  here  on  earth.  Who  is  going  to  fill  his  place? 
Listen  reader,  Jesus  is  saying,  "Take  up  thy  cross  and  follow  me."  He  needs  you, 
give  Him  your  all,  leave  what  He  asks  you  to  leave,  go  and  do  )our  part  in  the 
harvest."  "V'ou  who  have  been  holding  back,  hanging  on  .to  the  natural  things,  not 
heeding  His  voice,  can  you  do  less  than  consecrate  your  life  to  Him  and  be  willing  to 
go  where  He  may  send?  Jesus  left  the  Celestial  Portals,  His  Heavenly  Home,  to 
come  all  the  way  to  this  earth  as  the  first  Missionary  to  give  His  life  for  you.  Why 
did  He  do  it?   It  was  love,  love,  LOVE. 

Has  God  blessed  the  Missionary  Band?  In  unison  we  say,  "Amen."  Pray  that 
God  will  continue  to  bless  every  effort  for  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom  and  the 
propagation  of  this  glorious  gospel  in  this  land  and  in  every  land  until  He  shall  come. 

May  His  richest  blessing  rest  upon  the  Class  of  1932,  and  may  God  lead  each 
one  according  to  His  infinite  wisdom,  and  keep  them  faithful.  "Be  thou  faithful  unto 
death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."

My  Impression  of  Glad  Tidings 


f-JLAD  TIDINGS  will  always  remain  in  our  hearts  as  the  place  where  we  met 
(^  with  God,  where  our  hearts  were  melted  with  the  tender  heart  of  Jesus,  sharing, 
as  it  were.

JJ'ords  and  Miisir  by  Margaret  Arundel 
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School  Activities 

"An  idle  mind  is  the  devil's  workshop."  These  are  the  words  that  ^vere 
forcefully  impressed  on  the  minds  of  the  students  when  first  coming  to 
school.  As  a  result  of  much  observation  we  believed  that  to  be  true.  \\"e 
found  a  great  amount  of  work  to  do,  and  thought  we  were  kept  busy;  but 
this  year  we  have  learned  to  know  the  real  delight  of  working  for  God. 

As  we  returned  to  school  we  found  much  wt)rk  awaiting  us,  due  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  scope  of  our  activities  and  a  lesser  number  of  students.  We 
then  began  to  think  we  had  too  much  to  do.  How  human  we  are !  But. 
praise  God!  we  see  that  much  work  means  more  practice,  and  practice  makes 
perfect.  Some  of  the  activities  enjoyed  by  the  students  here  in  G.  T,  B.  I. 
are:     Alms  House,  Hospital,  Jail,  Radio,  Street,  and  Mission  Work. 

Each  Sunda}'  morning  it  is  the  jjrivilege  of  a  large  group  of  students  to  go 
to  the  Alms  House.  The  boys  and  girls  alternate  every  other  week.  There 
they  go !  A  group  of  fifteen  or  twenty  students  singing  and  playing  as  the 
truck  leaves  from  the  front  of  the  Institute.  After  winding  their  way  across 
the  city  they  find  themselves  in  front  of  a  beautiful,  spacious  building.  Here 
for  more  than  an  hour  they  present  the  gospel  message  in  song,  then  entering 
the  chapel  the  Word  of  God  is  brought  forth  to  a  large  number  of  hungry 
souls.  Other  grou])s  find  ]5leasurc  in  visiting  the  sick,  singing,  playing,  and 
telling  of  Christ  to  those  in  the  infirmary.  This  work  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  Sister  Cooper. 

Three  Sundays  a  month  a  small  group  of  students  can  he  seen  leaving  for 
the  jail.  There  they  enjoy  a  very  blessed  time  with  Sister  Tennant,  singing 
and  telling  the  story  of  Jesus'  love  to  a  people  who  have,  through  the  result 
of  sin,  fallen  into  the  clutches  of  the  law.  It  inspires  us  on  as  quite  often 
we  see  hands  raised,  asking  for  prayer.  (  )ften,  after  thei.-  release,  the}-  come 
to  church,  and  here  they  find  Jesus  real  to  their  hearts. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  work  of  all  is  that  of  the  radio.  Each  c'av 
for  one  hour  we  send  out  the  glad  message  of  comfort  and  cheer  to  people 
in  all  walks  of  life.  More  about  this  work  will  be  found  in  another  section 
of  the  f)ook. 

Another  work  that  has  been  found  interesting,  especially  to  the  boys,  is 
that  of  Rescue  Missions.  The  boys,  five  times  a  week,  and  the  girls  twice  a 
week  have  the  blessed  privilege  of  telling  about  the  salvation  of  Christ  to 
men  who  think  there  is  no  hope  for  them.  It  is  truly  wonderful  to  sei-"  the 
number  of  men  who  find  Jesus  precious  to  their  souls.  Each  Tuesday  night, 
at  the  same  time,  three  groups  of  boys  hold  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the 
city. 

(Jur  street  meetings  figure  largely  in  our  service  for  the  ^Master.  Five 
times  a  week,  and  twice  on  Sunday,  we  stand  on  the  stret  corner  tellinsr 
about  what  God  has  done  for  us,  and  will  do  for  others.  Here  is  where  we 
get  our  most  practical  and  best  experience  preaching  the  Gospel.  Best  of  all, 
we  are  not  only  getting  experience,  but  are  telling  to  lost  humanity  the  way 
of  salvation  and  light.  We  rejoice  when  we  see  someone  accept  Jesus  right 
on  the  street  corner,  or  follow  us  to  the  Temple  and  there  get  saved. 

Right  in  Glad  Tidings  Temple  is  where  man}-  knees  have  knocked  together 
as  the  different  students  stood  before  a  large  audience,  directing  song  service, 
leading  in  prayer  or  testimony,  or  preaching.  Praise  God  for  the  shak}- 
knees !  It  -was  here  on  Glad  Tidings  platform  that  we  found  how  to  control 
ourselves  and  overcome  and  correct  our  difficulties  as  well  as  our  weaknesses. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  prayer  life  here  in  G.  T.  B.  I.  it  would  be  impossible 
for  us  to  work  for  the  Master  and  see  the  results  we  do.  It  is  God  who  in- 
creases our  strength,  and  imparts  to  us  the  knowledge  and  anointing  we  need 
to  carry  on  His  work.  After  two  years  we  are  thoroughly  convinced  it  is 
better  to  "wear  out"  for  God,  than  to  "rust  out"  for  the  devil.
